Please find herewith II. J. Res. tab, 
which I introduced on January .list 
of this year I wisli you would kindly 
read and consider the same as it per 
tains to a subject of gnat importance 

Under the present plan, the Presi¬ 
dent. through hi* diplomatic commu¬ 
nications and other Constitutional 
powers, can bring on a war almost at 
will that the people will havx* to fight. 
If the President happens to he a 
wise man, and a man of peace, there 
is not so much danger, hut if In’ is 
an impnUiv. n> ,n .in,I .. ItUM el war. 
which is frequently the case, thr coun¬ 
try is in peril. 

Congress that now has the ( oust!* 
tuti..nul power to declare war is com¬ 
posed of Senator* ami Representa¬ 
tive* who are exempt from war. If 
they were not they are generally too 
old and fnt and w* II fed t«i fight. 
Mo*? of them would U a hindrance 
on the but tie field In case of a charge 
they would hardly escape being run 
over by the Red Cross, tlir newspaper 
hoys and the romntissary department 
and yet on the most trivial nrovoca- 
tion wc find at least a large min- 


•rity of these men anxious to bring 
on i war that other men must tight.

Section i. J hat all houses, s:or* *, 
dwellings and other buildings abut- 
itiig on any ot the streets <d St. Cloud, 
Morid.i snail be numbered as herein, 
after prescribed.
